portions in railroad history. The Union 
PacifiC is now ready to take still 
further action on the offensive. As soon as 


will reduce the running time of through 
trains from Chicago to Portland to thirty- 
six hours less than by any other line, At 
the same time it will put on a correspond: 
ing train service with the Alton .line: by 
way of Kansas City, twenty-four hours 
shorter than any other line. This will 
wake up the Northern Pacific to the neces. 
sity of a faster train service and will in- 
voive all the transcontinental nes. in the 
struggle.

One of the fundamental principles in 
this country is that every citizen shall 
have the right to earn his own liveli- 
hood and it is a monstrous proposition 
which the unionists are endeavoring to 
establish when they proceed upon the 
principle that no man Shall be allowed 
to work who does not belong to the 
union. The recent trial has established 
the fact that the union at Homestead 
went so far in this matter as to con- 
spire even against the lives of non-union 
workingmen. That the head man ina 
labor organization should deliberately 
conspire to poison non-union working- 
men-is an evidence of barbarity which 
has no place in the civilization of the 
nineteenth century. It would not be 
tolerated even in autocratic Russia, 
much less in a free ccuntry like our 


own.

The splendid dam built 
on bed rock has effected its chief purpose, 
and today a beautiful lake appears which a 
few years ago was nothing more than a 
barren wash or a “roaring. torrent. 
The water is kept within proper bounds

proved fashion, and with a special view to’ 
solidity. Near by are several fish ponds 
also encompassed by solid bulwar of 
stone.
